Rumpus Avoided 


Devoting some second thoughts 
to the fact that Mr. Roosevelt did 
nothing to keep his name out of 
the coming 
Illinois 
presidential 
primary, 
certain 
Roosevelt sup- 
porters express the opinion that in 
this Instance no other course was 
open to him, regardless of what 
his ultimate alms may be. 


To have approved the entry of 
his name in Illinois would have 
been to set the third-term contro- 
versy going full blast, producing 
a spectacular domestic rumpus at 
a time when Mr. Roosevelt prob- 
ably wants things at home to have 
the outward appearance, at least, 
of sweet and unbroken tranquili- 
ty. 
Such 
an 
appearance would 
tend to add weight to any sugges- 
tions Welles may have to make to 
European 
statesmen 
concerning 
future peacc. 


And, to have withdrawn from 
the primary with anything like a 
definite disavowal of third 
term 
hopes, would automatically 
have 
robbed 
any 
presidential 
peace 
moves of much of their force, say 
these Roosevelt supporters.

BAN A M N C E D 


Upper Peninsula Cattle 
Protected By State 
Quarantine 


Lansing, Feb. 26 (/P)—Elmer A. 
Beamer, 
state 
commissioner 
of 
agriculture, 
today 
established a 
quarantine designating 35 north- 
ern^Mtchiran 
nruipties 
free 
of 
B?ug B dlsc.xae UiiU forbidding the 
shipment of Infected 
cattle 
Into 
the area. The counties are those 
north of the Manistee-Iosco coun- 
ty base line. 


Federal-state testing veterinar- 
ians moved into 
Arenac 
county 
immediately to attempt to rid the 
next most southerly tier of coun- 
ties of bang's disease. 
The 
pro- 
gram will be extended to cover the 
entire state, Beamer said. 


The counties designated as free 
of Bang's disease in dairy herds 
are Alcona, Alger. Alpena. Bara- 
ga, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, 
Cheboy- 
gan, Chippewa, Crawford. Delta, 
Dickinson, 
Emmet. 
Gogebic, 
Grand Traverse, Houghton, Iosco, 
Iron, Kalkaska, Keweenaw, 
Lee- 
lanau, Luce, Mackinac, Manistee, 
Marquette, 
Menominee, 
Missau- 
kee, Montmorency. Ogemaw, On- 
tonagon, Oscoda, Otsego. Pregquc 
Isle, Roscommon, Schoolcraft and 
Wexford. 


The 
commissioner 
said 
such 
designation would provide a good 
talking point for the marketing of 
cattle from the disease free coun- 
ties. He pointed out that the guar- 
antlne 
Involves 
no

against the shipment of livestock 
out of those counties. 


Tawas City Woman 
Faces Murder Trial 


Tawas City, Mich.. Feb. 26 (/P) 
—Mrs. Wlnnlfred 
Moshler, 
34- 
vear-old housewife charged 
with 
the murder of 10-year-old Robert 
Kenyon in 1936, will 
be 
taken 
voluntarily to the state hospital at 
Traverse City tomorrow for 30 to 
90 days of observation and rest. 


This decision was reached late 
today after an examination by Dr. 
Lemoyne 
Snyder, 
state 
police 
medico-legal 
authority, 
and 
Dr. 
David A. Phillips, a Jackson PBV- 
chlartrlst. 


State Police Capt. Joseph Kear- 
ney said Mrs. Moshler was in a 
highly 
nervous 
condition. 
She 
waived examination Saturday and 
\,as tentatively scheduled to go 
into circuit court ou the charge 
during the March term. 


A frail woman, Mrs. Moshler Is 
the mother of three young chil- 
dren. 
The statement which 
she 
signed said she killed Kenyon be- 
cause he called her "names" and 
threw stones at her cows. 
The 
boy's mutilated body was found in 
a stream five days after he disap- 
peared 
under mystfylng circum- 
stances. 


Washington, Feb. 26 
(/P)—The 
supreme court today 
tersely 
re- 
jected a plea from Martin T. Man- 
ton to give him a last chance to 
vindicate himself "for the honor of 
the American judiciary." 


The court refused to hear his 
appeal from a conviction for con- 
spiracy 
to 
sell 
judicial favors 
when he was a senior judge of the 
federal circuit court of appeals at 
New York, on 
which 
ho 
had 
served 22 years. 


Mantón 
was 
sentenced 
last 
June to servo two years In prison 
and pay a $10,000 fine—the maxi- 
mum sentence under the charge— 
but has been free in $10,000 ball 
pending final appeal. 
He 
might 
file a petition for a rehearing by 
the supreme court within 25 days 
but the action would not require 
the New York court to grant him 
a further stay from prison. 


In discretionary matters of this 
kind, the supreme court is not re- 
quired to announce 
the 
reasons 
for its actions nor how its nine 
justices voted, and it did not do 
so in this case. It rejected the ap- 
peals of Mantón and George M. 
Spector, an insurance agent con- 
victed with him, with the curt no- 
tation : 


"The petitions for writs of cer- 
tiorari in these cases are denied. 
Mr. Justice Stone and Mr. Justice 
Murphy took no part in the con- 
sideration and decision 
of 
these 
applications." 


Manton's lawyers had 
attacked 
his conviction 
on 
ten 
technical 
grounds and argued that "from a 
broad viewpoint It serves no pub- 
lic policy for a high judicial offi- 
ce. to be convicted of 
a 
judicial 
crime. It tends to destroy the con- 
fidence 
of 
the 
people 
in 
the 
courts."

ISLAND FORTS 


ARE GIVEN UP 


BY FINN ARMY 


L O S S E S OF SOVIETS 
NOW PLACED AT 
100,000 MEN 


Helsinki, Feb. 26. W—The 
Finnish 
army, now holding 
second line positions in the 
Mannerheim line, tonight ac- 
knowledged it had "given up" 
the Koivisto Islands, around 
which the Russian offensive 
has surged for weeks. 


These islands, just off tiie 
town of Koivisto in the Gulf 
of Finland, 
guard the en- 
trance to Viipuri bay, at tlie 
head of which lies the desert- 
ed, ghost-like city of Viipuri, 
immediate goal of the Red 
forces. 


The islands contain the im- 
portant Koivisto coastal fort- 
ifications, built as an import- 
ant strategic western anchor 
of the Mannerheim line itself. 
Today's 
a m y 
communique 
did not mention the fortifica- 
tions themselves, but it was 
believed they now are in the 
hands of the Red army. 
(The 
Russians claimed to have 
taken 
both city and fortress some days 
ago.)

The story was told In the terse 
opening sentence of today's high 
command 
communique. 


"On the Isthmus (of Karelia) 
our troops have given up the Koi- 
visto Islands," it said. That was 
all.

Next upward is Venus, biightost 
of the naked eye this week, and 
almost earth's twin in size. Venus 
w'ould show nothing but a dazzling 
white and puzzling 
blanket 
of 
fairly w'arni clouds. Their white­ 
ness is one reason for Venus’ bril­ 
liance. 


Next up ¡8 Saturn, a giant near­ 
ly as big as Jupiter, its substance 
so light in weight that 
it 
would 
float in an ocean 
of 
water 
if 
thero w'ere a sea largo 
enough. 
Around it is a 
luminous 
ring 
shaped 
about like a phonograph 
disc with Saturn set in place of 
the central labels. Nowhere else 
in the universe is 
anything 
else 
known like this ring. It is actually 
three concentric rings, their sub­ 
stance so thin that the planet can 
be seen through them. 


The ring probably Is countless 
tiny moons not more than a few 
tniles iu diameter. Saturn has in 
addition ten regular moons. 


Late, and topmost, is Mars, (he 
only planet whose 
surface 
tele­ 
scopes can certainly see. On this 
surface arc the mysterious “can­ 
als’' whose existence was substan­ 
tiated beyond doubt 
last 
July 
when Mars was close to the earth 
and far brightei- titan this week. 
Mars has two moons, both so small 
that a man could, walk 
around 
them in a f(nv hours. 


If the Sun were the size of a 
largo wagon wheel, Mercury would 
be a small pea, Jupiter 
a 
small 
melon, Venus a hazelnut, Saturn 
a small melon, with its 
run 
the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 
disc, and Mars 
a 
medium-sized 
pea.

Appear In Winter Sky

New York, Feb. 26— If people 
had telescopic eyes this week, they 
would see five am azingly differ­ 
ent worlds in the five planets vis­ 
ible above the western horizon at. 
s u n s e t. 
Lowest down, 
Mercury, 
only 
about twice the size of th e moon, 
would he seen to fit classical de­ 
scription of hell, It. surface, which 
shines so brightly, is h o tte r than 
the melting point of lead. 
'Phis 
heat is entirely due to rays of the 
close-hy sun. 
Moreover 
astronom ers 
think 
Mercury keeps the same side al­ 
ways toward the sun. This its d ark 
s i d e , which a telescopic eye would 
also see dimly, is colder than any­ 
thing on earth. 


Attorney General 
Dodges NLRB Case 


Washington, Feb. 26 (ZP)— Cit­ 
ing precedent, Attorney 
General 
Jackson refused today to advise a 
house committee w h eth e r the na­ 
tional labor relations 
hoard 
had 
violated a law designed to prevent 
legislative 
lobbying 
by 
federal 
agencies. 
T h e house 
committee 
investi­ 
gating the board 
asked 
Jackson 
for the opinion after it received 
evidence purporting to show that, 
for several years 
board 
officials 
sought to organize opposition to a 
series 
of 
am endm ents 
to 
the 
W a g n e r act which they ad m in is ­ 
ter. 
Jackson wrote a letter to C h a ir­ 
man Smith (D-Va) in which he 
said th a t he “ could not with p ro ­ 
priety" g ran t the com m ittee's re­ 
quest. 
“ Almost from the beginning of 
the government, my predecessors 
have, with great unanimity, taken 
the position that the sta tu te s pre­ 
scribing the duties of the a ttorney 
general do not authorize him to 
ren d e r opinions to the congress 
or to its committees or m e m b ers,” 
Jackson w'rote. 
As to precedent, Jackson wrote 
that, “ as early as ISIS, A ttorney 
General Wirt, and as late as Oct. 
4, 
10 59. Attorney G eneral M ur­ 
phy each ruled that u n d er tho sta­ 
tutes atto rneys general 
are 
not 
authorized to give official opinions 
on questions of law except upon 
call of the president or the head 
of an executive d e p a r tm e n t . ” 
J a ckson said that 
u n d e r 
the 
doctrine of keeping separate the 
executive and legislative branches 
of the government 
it 
would 
he 
“ in a p p ro p ria te ” for the a ttorney 
general to advise both.

Mercury 
t h i s w'eek, giant of 
all 
planets, 
about 88,000 miles iii diameter, is 
a (rue hobgoblin land. Nothing can 
he seen exceupt 
solidly 
frozen, 
floating clouds of amnionia, me­ 
thane and probably o th e r hydro­ 
carbons which early 
laboratories 
could thaw i n t o motor fuels. 
Next upward is Venus, brightest 
of the naked eye this week, and 
almost earth s twin in size. Venus 
would show' nothing but a dazzling 
white and puzzling 
blanket 
of 
fairly w arm clouds. Their white­ 
ness is one reason for Venus’ bril­ 
liance. 
Next up is Saturn, a giant n e a r­ 
ly as big as Jupiter, its substance 
so light in weight that 
it. 
would 
float in an ocean 
of 
water 
if 
there were a sea large 
enough. 
Around it is a 
luminous 
ring 
shaped 
ab out like a phonograph 
disc wit Ii Satu rn set in place of 
the central labels. Nowhere else 
in the universe is 
anything 
else 
known like- this ring. It is actually 
th ree concentric rings, their su b ­ 
stance so th in th a t the planet can 
be seen through them. 
The ring probably is countless 
tiny moons not more th an a few 
miles iu diameter. Saturn has in 
addition ten regular moons. 
Late, and topmost, is Mars, the 
only planet, whose 
surface 
tele­ 
scopes can certainly see. On this 
surface are the mysterious “ can­ 
als” whose existence was su bstan­ 
tiated beyond doubt 
last 
July 
when Mars was close to the ea rth 
and far brighter than this week. 
Mars has two moons, both so small 
that a man could, walk 
around 
them in a few hours. 
If the Sun w'ere the size of a 
large wagon wheel, Mercury would 
be a small pea, J u p it e r 
a 
small 
melon, Venus a hazelnut, Saturn 
a small melon, with its 
run 
the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 
disc, and Mars 
a 
medium-sized 
pea.

Frozen Fish Plant Will 
Be Constructed In 
Near Future 


St. Ignace— Construction of 
a 
refrigeration plant capable of pro­ 
ducing 1,000 pounds per hour of 
“ frozen fish” for storage, whole­ 
sale or retail 
distribution, 
will 
commence this week. An average 
of 50 men will be employed per­ 
manently in the plrfht, it is claim­ 
ed, with 100 receiving 
employ­ 
ment at peak seasons of the year. 
The plant Is the first of its kind 
in Michigan and will be located In 
St. Ignace. 


L. C. Pemberton 
and 
L. 
R. 
Gault, Lansing, were 
here 
last 
week end, representing the “Great 
Lakes Frosted Fish Corporation,” 
and met with city officials in or­ 
der to procure a suitable site for 
installation of the freezing plant. 
According, the city leased to 
the 
corporation, 200 feet of lake front 
property on the bay here, 
being 
adjacent to the Kolbe fish house 
near Indian village. The lease 
is 
good so long as the site is used 
for industrial purposes. 


“Frankly, I am greatly enthused 
over the proposition advanced by 
Mr. Pemberton and Mr. 
Gault,” 
said Mayor J. E. Quinn Monday, 
shortly after the deal was closed. 
“ You mention Gloucester and you 
think of ocean 
fish; 
Baltimore 
means oysters— now it will be St. 
Ignace and Mackinac trout 
and 
whitefish known throughout 
the 
nation.” 


Mr. Gault e.xplained that 
the 
building to house 
the 
refrigera­ 
tion and storage plant will be con­ 
structed with a glass brick front 
facing State street, illuminated by 
colored lights. 
The 
front 
will 
house the retail store and offices. 
At the rear of the structure will 
be a cooler to keep fresh fish un­ 
til ready for processing. 
This 
room is 12 by 32 feet and located 
here are the 
scaling 
machines 
and equipment to fillet and pack­ 
age the fish. From here the prod­ 
uce is introduced to 
the 
“sharp 
freezer,” where a temperature 
of 
45 degrees below zero 
processes 
the fish at the rate 
of 
1,000 
])ounds an hour. Two coolers, kept 
at zero temperature, size 25 by 25 
feet, will provide 
storage 
until 
the product is shipped. An insul­ 
ated tractor truck and trailer will 
transfer the fresh and frozen fish. 


The new building 
with 
glass 
front is 50 by 90 feet in size. The 
walls will be of asbestos 
siding. 
At the rear of the building 
wiil 
be built a dock and breakwater 
for the use of fish boats deliving 
the fish to the plant. The 
Shore 
Lumber Co. has been 
contracted 
to furnish the building supplies. 


I\Ir. Pemberton said last Friday 
that building will commence in a 
week or 10 days. 


Acquisition of this industry for 
St. Ignace has been the result of 
a concentrated effort led by I. H. 
Kolbe, who years 
ago 
visioned 
such a packaging 
and 
freezing 
plant for fish in this area. Origin­ 
ally the Great Lakes Frosted Fish 
Corp. planned to locate at 
East 
Tuwas. It was pointed 
out 
that 
East Tawas is one of the best cus­ 
tomers of Fishermen in this area, 
which has become the 
center 
of 
supply of fresh fish in the 
na­ 
tion. 


The new plant will provide fil­ 
leted fish neatly packaged similar 
to bacon and other like products, 
attractive to the eye, convenient 
to purchase and tasty for meal or 
luncheon. 


Fishermen in the area are ex­ 
pected to be the source of supply. 
Distribution will be handled, both 
retail and wholesale, by 
Messrs. 
Pemberton and Gault. These men 
are planning to build 
a 
cottage 
here and spend a portion of their 
time In St. Ignace. 


Wartime Sailing 
Experiences Told 
By Major Nelson 


Thrilling experiences while with 
the merchant marine during the 
first World war were described by 
Major Fritz Nelson of the Salva­ 
tion Army In a talk at the meet­ 
ing of the Kiwanis club j’esterday 
noon. Major Nelson was an officer 
aboard one of the vessels engaged 
in carrying 
freight 
cargoes 
be­ 
tween this country 
and 
Europe 
during the conflict. 


The speaker explained the con­ 
voy system, whereby as many as 
24 to 30 ships sailed in formation 
under the protection of warships. 
He recalled that despite the pres­ 
ence of the fighting vessels the 
convoyed ships 
were 
oftentimes 
torpedoed by German submarines. 
Quiet, moonlight nights 
on 
the 
ocean were particularly hazardous 
for the 
merchantmen 
for 
then 
they w’ere easy targets for the sea 
raiders, Major Nelson said. 


America is better prepared now 
for handling its ocean-borne com­ 
merce than during the World war. 
Major Nelson said. He said that 
back in 1914 only 10 per cent of 
the nation’s commerce was trans­ 
ported in American ships, while 
now the figure is about fifty per 
cent. Back in the American clip­ 
per era of the sixties, however, as 
much as 66 per cent of our ship­ 
ping was carried in vessels flying 
the flag of this county. 


Germany is apparently getting 
ready for a vigorous campaign of 
sea w’arfare, 
as 
they 
are 
now 
building a submarine a day and 
other fighting craft, Major Nelson 
said. He said that the Nazi de­ 
struction of 
allied 
and 
neutral 
shipping is already being seriously 
felt, and expressed 
the 
opinion 
that the failure to give material 
aid to Finland is due to the A llies’ 
fear of greater shipping losses. 


Major Nelson said 
the 
Allied 
seizure of American ships, forcing 
them to go to British ports for in­ 
spection, could result in our in­ 
volvement in the European war. 
He explained that since the Nazis 
have declared 
unrestricted 
war­ 
fare on neutral vessels visiting en­ 
emy ports, our ships 
would 
be 
subject to attack upon being re­ 
leased after 
inspection 
by 
the 
Allies.

Finnish Loan Bill Just 
A Farce, Declares 
Congressman 


First Prize In Photo Contest

Washington— Fooling 
Finland 
and the American public with a 
“Finnish Loan Bill.” which is a 
farce, is what the bill supporters 
are doing— so says Congressman 
Fred Bradley, Rogers City Repub­ 
lican. in Washington. 


“ Finland is not mentioned in 
the Export-Import bill increasing 
the capital stock to $100,000,000 
to allow for more foreign loans” 
says Bradley, adding that it is 
a ruse for Uncle Sam to open his 
pocketbook and say 
“ Come 
on, 
boys, come and get it.” 


Bradley bases his claims largely 
on the testimony 
of 
Jesse 
H. 
Jones, administrator of the feder­ 
al loan agency, before the house 
banking and currency committee. 


He quotes Jones’ 
statem ent— 
“There is no reason for Finland to 
be mentioned in this bill at all. 
It is an 
authorization 
to 
make 
further loans to Finland 
up 
to 
120,000,000, but not a direction.” 
Jones told the 
committee 
he 
would not favor a loan to Finland 
without reasonable assurance that 
Finland would succeed in her war. 
Also that “conditions which de­ 
termine adequate security are on 
a day to day basis.” 


Bradley 
praises 
S e n a t o r 
Brown’s original Finnish loan bill 
asking 
for 
60 
million 
dollars 
largely unre.strlcted. but sees little 
real assistance to Finland in this 
export-import bill which if it is 
made does not allow the purchase 
of arms and munitions. 


The 
present 
neutrality 
act, 
which Bradley did 
not 
support, 
lifts the arms embargo to permit 
the shipment of arms so there is 
no legal reason for denying F in ­ 
land these supplies says the Michi­ 
gan Republican. 


Bradley 
is 
noncomittal 
on 
whether or not he will vote for 
the bill, which he claims is not a 
guarantee of aid to distressed Fin­ 
land.

St. Ignace— Construction of 
a 
refrigeration pla n t capable of pro­ 
ducing 1,000 pounds per hour of 
“ frozen fish” for storage, whole­ 
sale or retail 
distribution, 
will 
commence this week. An average 
of 50 men will be employed per­ 
manently in the pl^Vit, it is claim­ 
ed, with IOO receiving 
employ­ 
m e n t at peak seasons of the year. 
The plant is the first of its kind 
in Michigan and will be located in 
St. Ignace. 
L. C. P em berton 
and 
L. 
R. 
Gault, Lansing, were 
here 
last 
week end, representing the “ Great 
Lakes F rosted Fish Corporation,” 
and met with city officials in or­ 
der to procure a suitable site for 
installation of th e freezing plant. 
According, the city leased to 
the 
corporation, 200 feet of lake front 
property on the bay here, 
being 
adjacent to th e Kolbe fish house 
near Indian village. The lease 
is 
good so long as the site is used 
for industrial purposes. 
“ Frankly, I am greatly enthused 
over the proposition advanced by 
Mr. Pem berton and Mr. 
Gault,” 
said Mayor J. E. Quinn Monday, 
shortly afte r the deal was closed. 
“ You mention Gloucester and you 
th in k of ocean 
fish; 
Baltimore 
m eans oysters— now it will be St. 
Ignace and Mackinac trout 
and 
whitefish known thro u g h o u t 
the 
natio n.” 
Mr. Gault explained th a t 
the 
building to house 
the 
refrigera­ 
tion and storage pla nt will be con­ 
structed with a glass brick front 
facing State street, illuminated by 
colored lights. 
The 
front 
will 
house the retail store and offices. 
At the r e a r of th e structure will 
be a cooler to keep fresh fish un­ 
til ready for processing. 
This 
room is 12 by 32 feet and located 
here are the 
scaling 
machines 
and equipment to fillet and pack­ 
age the fish. F ro m here the prod­ 
uce is introduced to 
the 
“ sharp 
freezer,” where a te m perature 
of 
45 degrees below zero 
processes 
the fish at the r a te 
of 
1.000 
pounds an hour. Two coolers, kept 
at zero tem perature, size 25 by 25 
feet, will provide 
storage 
until 
the product is shipped. An insul­ 
ated tractor truck and trailer will 
transfer the fresh and frozen fish. 
The new building 
with 
glass 
front is 50 by 90 feet in size. The 
walls will be of asbestos 
siding. 
At the rear of th e building 
will 
be built a dock and breakwater 
for the use of fish boats deliving 
the fish to the plant. The 
Shore 
L um be r Co. has been 
contracted 
to furnish the building supplies. 
Mr. Pem berton said last Friday 
th a t building will commence in a 
wTeek or IO days. 
Acquisition of this industry for 
St. Ignace has been the result of 
a concentrated effort led by I. H. 
Kolbe, who years 
ago 
visioned 
such a packaging 
and 
freezing 
plant for fish in this area. Origin­ 
ally the Great Lakes Frosted Fish 
Corp. planned to locate at 
East 
Tawas. It was pointed 
out 
th at 
East Tawas is one of the best cus­ 
tomers of Fisherm en in this area, 
which has become the 
center 
of 
supply of fresh fish in the 
n a ­ 
tion. 
The new plant will provide fil­ 
leted fish neatly packaged similar 
to bacon and o th er like products, 
attractive to th e eye, convenient 
to purchase and tasty for meal or 
luncheon. 
Fisherm en in the area are ex­ 
pected to be the source of supply. 
Distribution will be handled, both 
retail and wholesale, by 
Messrs.

Wartime Sailing 
Experiences Told 
By Major Nelson 


Thrilling experiences while with 
the m e rc h a n t marine during the 
first World w ar were described by 
Major Fritz Nelson of the Salv a­ 
tion Arm y in a talk at the m e e t­ 
ing of the Kiwanis club yesterday 
noon. Major Nelson was an officer 
aboard one of the vessels engaged 
in carryin g 
freight 
cargoes 
be­ 
tween this country 
and 
E u ro p e 
durin g th e conflict. 
The speaker explained the con­ 
voy system, whereby as many as 
24 to 30 ships sailed In formation 
u n d er th e protection of warships. 
He recalled th at despite the pres­ 
ence of the fighting vessels th e 
convoyed ships 
were 
oftentimes 
torpedoed by German submarines. 
Quiet, m oonlight nights 
on 
th e 
ocean w ere particularly hazardous 
for the 
m erchantm en 
for 
then 
they were easy targets for th e sea 
raiders, Major Nelson said. 
America is better prepared now' 
for handling its ocean-borne com ­ 
merce than during the World war. 
Major Nelson said. He said th a t 
back in 1914 only IO per cent of 
the natio n's commerce was t r a n s ­ 
ported in American ships, w'hile 
now th e figure is about fifty per 
cent. Back in the American clip­ 
per era of the sixties, however, as 
much as 66 per cent of our ship­ 
ping was carried in vessels flying 
the flag of this county. 
G erm any is apparently getting 
ready for a vigorous campaign of 
sea w arfare, 
as 
they 
are 
now 
building a submarine a day and 
other fighting craft, Major Nelson 
said. H e said tha t the Nazi de­ 
struction of 
allied 
and 
n eu tra l 
shipping is already being seriously 
felt, and expressed 
the 
opinion 
th a t th e failure to give material 
aid to F inland is due to the Allies’ 
fear of greater shipping losses. 
M ajor Nelson said 
the 
Allied 
seizure of American ships, forcing 
them to go to British ports for in­ 
spection, could result in o u r in­ 
volvement in th e European war. 
He explained th a t since the Nazis 
have declared 
unrestricted 
w a r ­ 
fare on neutral vessels visiting en ­ 
emy ports, our ships 
w’ould 
be 
subject to attack upon being r e ­ 
leased a fte r 
inspection 
by 
th e 
Allies.

“ Finland is not mentioned in 
the Export-Import bill increasing 
the capital stock to $100,000,000 
to allow for more foreign loans" 
says Bradley, adding th a t it is 
a ruse for Uncle Sam to open his

Bradley bases his claims la r g e ly 
on the testimony

Jones, adm inistrator of the feder­ 
al loan agency, before the house 
banking and currency committee.

be mentioned in this bill at all.

$20,000,000. but not a direction.”

Washington— l>a»t summer 
the 
Presi­ 
dent moved heaven and earth to get Con­ 
gress out of Washington before it passed 
the Barden amendments which ho believ­ 
ed would emasculate one of his 
favorite 
measures— the Wage-Hour Act. 


When Congress adjourned without pass­ 
ing the amendments, Roosevelt's 
friends 
feared he might have even a toucher bat­ 
tle when Congress came back In 
January. 
However, Congress has been in session for 
two months and little has been heard of 
the amendments, although they 
can 
be 
called up any time under a House rule. 
Odds are the amendments will be 
drop­ 
ped. 


Number one reason for the change 
of 
heart by W'age-Hour critics 
is 
Colonel 
Philip Fleming. 


Fleming, dapper little Army officer, as­ 
sumed an appeaser’s role after he succeed­ 
ed Elmer Andrews as head of the agency. 
He reinterpreted certain sections of 
the 
act and quieted many critics, mainly in the 
South. 


The cautious colonel privately has 
in­ 
structed his investigators to pass up any 
case when there is any doubt as to wheth­ 
er it comes under the act. and although 
this conservative policy has riled liberal.«? 
and labor leaders who demand 
vigorous 
enforcement, their complaints 
to 
the 
W’hlte House have got nowhere. 


Note— Another important 
devolopinenl 
is the fact that the author of the sweeping 
amendments, able Congressman 
Graham 
Barden of North Carolina, has cooled on 
the whole idea. He has had numorous con­ 
ferences with Colonel 
Fleming 
and 
is 
working out ways and means by which all 
the Wage-Hour kinks can be ironed out 
administratively.

higher than In most other parts 
of tho state for this very reason, 
hut even then they are not high 
enough 
to 
prevent a company 
from losing money if more than 
tho average number of these high 
verdicts happens to fall to Its lot.

Half of the towers in the state’s 
fire protection system are equip­ 
ped with radio and new installa­ 
tions are being made as rapidly 
a? funds allow. 
Efficiency of the 
radio

munications 
system was demon­ 
strated during the 
1939 
season 
when 99.43 percent of the 13,968 
calls made were completed. 
Equipment used has been 
de­ 
veloped and built at 
the 
forest 
fire experiment station 
at 
Ros­ 
common, maintained by the field 
administration division 
of 
the 
conservation department. 
Expanding use of radio is 
re­ 
lieving the department of part of 
the expense of 
maintenance 
of 
telephone lines connecting towers 
and ground stations. 
Such tele­ 
phone lines, 
stretched 
through 
Michigan’s forested 
areas,

sent peculiar maintenance prob­ 
lems. Fires, falling trees, storms

PANIES

Escanaba. Michigan 
Gentlemen: 
Recently there appeared in this 
paper 
nil 
article in connection 
with a case tried at Iron Mountain 
in which a woman brought suit 
against the driver of a car mid the 
company he represented for in­ 
juries 
which 
she claimed were 
caused by the car in question. The 
case was heard before a jury, and 
the 
jury 
awarded 
tile 
woman 
damages in the amount of $1,800 
iii 
the 
form 
of 
a judgment 
against the defendants. 
The attorney for defense, be­ 
lieving that the verdict was an ex­ 
cessive amount, made application 
for a new trial. 
Thereupon, the 
judge in the case, who is quite 
universally accredited wit Ii being 
possessed of a fair judicial mind, 
himself apparently believing that 
the 
judgment 
was mu excessive 
amount in view’ of the plaintiff's 
injuries, decreed that tho woman 
accept $1,000 in settlement or her 
claim, or else a new- trial would 
bo granted. 
Now this case is not at all an 
uncommon condition 
in 
certain 
pnrts 
of 
tho I'ppor Peninsula. 
Juries arc prone, to award judg­ 
ments far in excess of a fair and 
reasonable sum for damages suf­ 
fered in automobile accidents. 
The average juryman Is aware 
of the fact that in most instances 
where a case comes to trial in 
connection with an accident that 
tho Judgment against the defend­ 
ant, if one is awarded, will he 
paid by an automobile insurance 
company and the general attitude 
seems to he "Let the Insurance 
company pay.” 
To be sure an automobile In­ 
surance company is supposed to 
pay damages for injuries 
where 
their assured is liable— in a fair 
and 
reasonable 
amount 
- and 
they expect to do so. But when a 
Jury awards a verdict that is so 
excessive that a fair minded judge 
deems it almost twice what the in­ 
jured party is fairly entitled to, 
that is a different story. 
What 
tho Jurymen 
-and 
the 
general public 
do not take into 
consideration is the fact that auto 
insurance rates must of necessity 


be determined by what it cost* tho 
company to operate; that if the 
insurance company is compelled 
by Juries to pay exorbitant and 
unreasonable judgment* in dam­ 
age suits the rates must be in­ 
creased accordingly; that w’hen a 
Juryman err* in voting an exces­ 
sively high verdict for damages 
suffered by his neighbor or his 
townsman, he is actually voting to 
increase his own automobile in­ 
surance rates, and those of bis 
friends and neighbor*. 
Distasteful us it may be. the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
almost 
as 
a 
whole has a reputation for award­ 
ing excessively high Judgments in 
automobile damage suits, and to 
my certain knowledge several rep­ 
utable automobile insurance com­ 
panies formerly writing insurance 
in tho Upper Peninsula have for 
this reason withdrawn from this 
territory and will no longer ac­ 
cept business here. 
Automobile 
insurance rates in the U. P. are 
higher than in most other parts 
of the state for this very reason, 
hut even then they are not high 
enough 
to 
prevent a company 
from losing money if more than 
tho average number of these high 
verdicts happens to fall to its lot. 
Perhaps 
the 
time 
will come 
when intelligent Juries will re a ­ 
lize that in fairness to themselves 
and everybody concerned it does 
not pay to try to "soak” tho in­ 
surance companies, because in so 
doing they indirectly soak them ­ 
selves.

W ith tho stato of the nation and 
tho world w hat it is, the tem pest 
over tho census affords a certain 
am ount of comic 
relief. The house­ 
wives of Olean, 
N. Y,, have stag­ 
ed a rising in de­ 
fense of Individ­ 
ual 
rights 
and 
h u m a n liberty. 
They have th re a t­ 
ened to m eet tho 
census taker with 
brooms, have of­ 
fered 
to 
go to 
prison to protect 
tho right to pri­ 
vacy in their per­ 
sonal affairs, and 
one woman com­ 
m ented th at in this country it was 
gctintg "w orse than H itler.” 


T he dem onstration is an in ter­ 
esting com m ent on two things: 
the 
unquenchable 
individualism 
of this country and tho concept 
which some citizens of it have of 
lifo under H itler. 


Tho census seems to me to be 
an attem pt to collect some very 
useful social inform ation. A ctual­ 
ly, it extends the 1930 census on­ 
ly by a few additional questions 
regarding em ploym ent and non- 
employment, and m ost of these 
questions are called forth by the 
existence of em ergency agencies 
such as W. P. A„ N. Y. A. and 
C. C. C. 


The am endm ent to the census 
law authorizes this unem ploym ent 
census, leaving the questions to 
the discretion of the Federal au­ 
thorities. 
Tho authorities added 
to the questions 
regarding em­ 
ploym ent two (luestions regarding 
income phrased to reveal the 1939 
Income 
from 
wages, salary and 
commissions of everybody enum ­ 
erated, and to indicate, but less 
precisely, w hether there was ap- 
preclablo income from any other 
source. 
It 
is 
these questions 
which have raised a storm , the 
argum ent being th at they are not 
germ ane to an unem ploym ent cen­ 
sus. 
This argum ent seems to me 
to be weak. becauKC w hether a 
per.^^on l.s to bo con.sldered employ- 
•h I or unemployed depends to a de­ 
gree on w hether he earns enough 
money for subsistence. 


Tho argum ent also is made th at 
the 
supplem entary 
questions 
which cover such things as veter­ 
an and social security status, us­ 
ual occupation and the 
m arital 
BtatuR of women are discrim ina­ 
tory since they are only to be ask­ 
ed of 5 per cent of tho population. 
The Idea is not to burden every­ 
body with theso questions but to 
arrive at the approxim ate facts by 
a kind of Clallup-poll technique— 
taking arl)itrarlly one person in 
twenty, 


InaKmuch as the questions fall 
iipiui this person or that entirely 
according to m athem atical chanc- 
e.s. it Is hardly fair to say th at 
thi.s is “discrim inatory.”

With the stat© of the nation and 
tho world what it is, the tempest 
over the census affords a certain 
amount of comic 
relief. The house­ 
wives of Olean, 
N. Y., have stag­ 
ed a rising in de­ 
fense of individ­

rights

h u m a n liberty. 
They have threat­ 
ened to meet the 
census taker with 
brooms, have of­ 
fered 
to 
go to 
prison to protect

gctintg “ worse than Hitler.”

Furthermore, it is a great deal 
cheaper for the government to get 
all this information at once than 
to take several separate censuses. 
As a matter of fact, we do -not 
know with any accuracy what the 
incomes of families are in this 
country below the level of those 
liable to Federal income tax, and 
it is precisely this group that has 
been the concern of most of our 
social legislation. 
Therefore, It 
would be very useful to have pre­ 
cise knowledge.

But tho reaction of tho people 
to the census also throws some 
light on what is wrong with us. 
They are afraid that the informa­ 
tion will be abused. 
They are 
afraid that it will be abused by lo­ 
cal political machines which may 
have something to do with the ap­ 
pointment of the enumerators and 
through them get possession of 
facts that can be used for pressure 
on citizens and passed on to favor­ 
ed persons. 
In the same way they are afraid 
that their neighbors, through the 
local politicians, will get informa­ 
tion regarding their private lives. 
Actually the law should protect 
them against this, for It specifical- I 
ly says that only census employees 
may see the reports and that the 
reports cannot be used for pur­ 
poses of taxation, regulation or in­ 
vestigation.

And 
they 
are also afraid of 
abuses by the Federal government 
itself, and here they have some 
reason for their fear. 
For on sev­ 
eral occasions the President has 
revealed confidential information 
to Congress 
and 
administrative 
agencies. 
In the hey-day of the 
Fourth New Deal, when there was 
an open season on the hunting of 
“economic royalists,” facts were 
made public which were privileg­ 
ed. and they were used shameless­ 
ly for purposes of political propa­ 
ganda and partisan legislation. 
It is this tendency of politicians 
and 
government to abuse their 
powers, 
and 
not the questions 
themselves, which perturbs peo­ 
ple. 
The information in the census 
can be used either to put together 
a much more accurate picture of 
American society, and make that 
picture the basis for more intelli­ 
gent policy, or to bring pressure 
and cause petty or large irritation 
to individuals and groups. 
The 
law clearly indicates that th* first 
is the design of the census. 
So 
we 
ought to answer the 
questions 
honestly 
and at the 
: xme time exercise vigilance from 
now on to see that the Informa­ 
tion that we give is privileged and 
not abused.

fore Presidential Hopefuls In the 
Senate are marshalling their best 
ammunitions for speeches, lf the 
Senate follows the House, the vote 
will be along party lines.

against the trade treaties taken 
by Senator Vandenberg, represent­ 
ing Michigan one the states most 
benefitted by the policy because 
of the heavy exports of motor in­ 
dustry products. 
The American 
Automobile Association and the 
Detroit Chambei of Commerce are 
loud In their demands for the leg­ 
islation. 
Republicans from agricultural 
sections of the state found it easy 
to vote with their party since they 
are convinced that the farmer be­ 
lieves— in spite of all Secretary 
Wallace's protests— that the trade 
agreements work against his in­ 
terests.

The plant Is the first of its "kind 
in Michigan and will be located in 
St. Ignace.

The lease is 
good so long as the site is used 
for industrial purposes. 


Wartime Sailing 


Experiences Told 


By Major Nelson 


Thrilling experiences while with 


the merchant • marine during the 
first World war were described by 
Major Fritz Nelson of the Salva- 
tion Army in a talk at the meet- 
ing of the Kiwanis club yesterday 
noon. Major Nelson was an officer 
aboard one of the vessels engaged 
In carrying freight cargoes be- 
tween this country and Europe 
during the conflict. 


The speaker explained the con- 


voy system, whereby as many as 
24 to 30 ships sailed in formation 
under the protection of warships. 
He recalled that despite the pres- 
ence of the fighting vessels the 
convoyed ships were oftentimes 
torpedoed by German submarines. 
Quiet, moonlight nights on the 
ocean were particularly hazardous 
for the merchantmen for then 
they were easy targets for the sea 
raiders, Major Nelson said. 


America is better prepared now 


for -handling its ocean-borne com- 
merce than during the World war, 
Major Nelson said. He said that 
back in 1914 only 10 per cent of 
the nation's commerce was trans- 
ported in American ships, while 
"Frankly, I am greatly enthused now the figure is about fifty per 


over the proposition advanced by [cent. Back in the American clip-

here are the 
scaling 
machines 


and equipment to fillet and pack- 
age the fish. From here the prod- 
uce is introduced to the "sharp 
freezer," -where a temperature of 
45 degrees below zero processes 
the fish at the rate 
of 1.000 


pounds an hour. Two coolers, kept 
at zero temperature, size 25 l>y 25 
feet, will provide storage 
until 


the product is shipped. An insul- 
ated tractor truck and trailer will 
transfer the fresh and frozen fish. 


The new building with glass 


front is 50 by 90 feet in size. The 
walls will be of asbestos 
siding. 


At the rear of the building will 
be built a dock and breakwater 
for the use of fish boats deliving 
the fish to the plant. The Shore 
Lumber Co. has been 
contracted 


to furnish the building supplies. 
I Mr. Pemberton said last Friday 
that building will commence in a: 
week or 10 days. 


Acquisition of this industry for 


St. Ignace has been the result of 
a concentrated effort led by I- H. 
IColbe, who years ago visioned 
such a packaging 
and freezing 


plant for fish in tbis area. Origin- 
ally the-Great Lakes Frosted Fish 
Corp. planned to locate at East 
Tawas. It was pointed out that 
East Tawas is one of the best cus- 
tomers of Fishermen in this area, 
which has become the center of 
supply of fresh fish in the 
na- 


tion. 


The new plant will provide fil- 


leted fish neatly packaged similar 
to bacon and other like products, 
attractive to the eye, convenient 
to purchase and tasty for meal or 
luncheon. 


Fishermen in the area are ex- 


pected to be the source of supply. 
Distribution will be handled, both 
retail and wholesale, by Messrs. 
Pemberton and Gault. These men 
are planning to build a cottage 
here and spend a portion of their 
time in St. Ignace.

Jones, administrator of the feder- 
al loan agency, before the house 
banking and currency committee. 


He quotes Jones' 
statement— 


"There is no reason for Finland to 
be mentioned in this bill at all. 
It is an authorization to make 
further loans to Finland up to 
$20,000,000. but not a direction." 


Jones told the 
committee he 


would not favor a loan to Finland 
without reasonable assurance that 
Finland would succeed in her war. 
Also that "conditions which de- 
termine adequate security are on 
a day to day basis."

largely unrestricted, but sees little 
real assistance to Finland in this 
export-import bill which if it is 
made does not allow the purchase 
of arms and munitions.

Cuba's 706-mile highway, the longest con- 
tract of its kind ever let to an American 
contractor, has focused attention on the 
nearest Latin-American Neighbor 
to 
the 


United States. 


Until a few years ago Cuba was fre- 


•HK-mly in the limelight, but usually be- 
cause of turbulent 
political conditions. 


Beginning some ten years ago, ibc island 
has seen a more progressive 
economical 


life, and uprisings that have led to con- 
fusion have been absent. Cuban 
authori- 


ties point with pride to construction rather 
than destruction and cite road-building as 
only one phase of Cuba's many 
changed 


ways. 


Few people outside of 
Cuba 
realize 


cither the dimensions or the area of the 
big island. If the eastern tip of a map of 
Cuba were placed on a map of the United 
States at Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
the 


wesU-ni end would touch the Illinois-In- 
diana border, spanning the States of New 
Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Indiana. The width of the island averages 
sixty miles. -N'o place in Cuba is more than 
forty miles from the open sea. In area it 
equals Pennsylvania, and has a 
popula- 


tion of approximately 4,000,000. 


Cuba is divided into six 
Provinces — 


Habana, Pinar del Rio, Maianzas, Santa 
Clara, Camaguey, 
and 
Oriente. 
Nearly 


every section of the island is connected 
with the principal cities and seaports 
by 


railroad and highway, while many of the 
larger sugar estates have private railroad 
lines. 


In all, Cuba possesses more than 3000 


miles of railroad and nearly 2000 miles of 
government highways, including the new- 
ly built 
modern 
$120,000,000 
central 


highway which extends 
for 
706 
miles 


from Pinar del Rio to Santiago. Cuba also 
maintains a modern and efficient network 
of telephone lines which boasted of auto- 
matic dial telephones several years before 
New York and Chicago had them. 


During normal times Cuba is the 5arg- 


est producer of raw sugar ia the world, 
and it has facilities for maintaining this 
status. The vorld also turns to this repub- 
lic for the 
choicest 
cigar tobacco, al- 


though due to labor troubles in 
recent 


years, many of the finest brands of cigan 
are now manufactured from Cuban tobac- 
co in the United States. 


Cuba is also an Important producer of 


mahogany, cedar, and dyewoods. Cedar is 
used locally for cigar boxes, but the other 
woods are exported. Coffee, cacao, tropical 
fruits, rum, sponges, cigarettes, coconuts, 
iron ore, and copper are other sources of 
income. The island, however, 
does 
not 


raise enough foodstuffs to meet the ordin- 
ary demands of its inhabitants. For this 
reason it is a good customer of the United 
States. 


No 
other land in the New World pos- 


sesses proportionately such numerous and 
wonderful bays. Most of them are distin- 
guished for their bottle-necked entrances 
and vast areas of water entirely surround- 
ed by land, except for narrow channels to 
the sea. Examples 
of these 
splendidly- 


sheltered harbors are Habana, 
Santiago, 


and Cienfuegos. Guantanamo Bay, another 
huge roadstead, is leased by the United 
States as a naval base. 


If New York, 
Chicago, 
Philadelphia, 


Boston, and Washington were consolidat- 
ed, the resulting metropolis 
would bear 


about the same relation to 
the 
United 


States that Habana bears to Cuba. The 
capital city, a "little Paris" as it is known, 
has a greater population than is embraced 
in the combined populations of all other 
cities and towns of the republic having 
more than 4000 inhabitants. 
lUs closest 


rivals are Camaguey and Santiago, 
but 


these cities each have less than a tenth 
of Habana's half-million total.

ing the amendments, Roosevelt's

feared he might have even a toucher bat- 
tle when Congress came back in January. 
However, Congress has been in session for 
two months and little has been heard of 
the amendments, although they 
can 
be 


called up any time under a House rule. 
Odds are the amendments will be 
drop- 


ped. 


Number one reason for the change of 


heart by Wage-Hour critics 
is Colonel 


Philip Fleming. 


Fleming, dapper little Army officer, as- 


sumed an appeaser's role after he succeed- 
ed Elmer Andrew's as head of the agency. 
He reinterpreted certain sections of 
the 


act and quieted many critics, mainly in the 
South. 


The cautious colonel privately has in- 


structed his investigators to pass up any 
case when there is any doubt as to wheth- 
er it comes under the act, and although 
this conservative policy has riled liberals 
aud labor leaders who demand vigorous 
enforcement, their complaints 
to 
the 


White House have got nowhere. 


Note—Another important 
development 


is the fact that the author of the sweeping 
amendments, able Congressman 
Graham 


Harden of North Carolina, has cooled on 
the whole idea. He has had numorous con- 
ferences with Colonel 
Fleming 
and 
is 


working out ways and means by which all 
the Wage-Hour kinks can be ironed out 
administratively.

Like his father, famed Thomas Edison,

which he so vigorously opposed, in reality 
was needed for the airport. 


—DBWEY'S FAKM SPEECH— 


Tom Dewey has picked Lincoln, Neb., as 


the stage for his farm speech on March (j. 
Senator Taft aired his agricultural views 
in Des Moines, la. 


Dewey's speech, now in the process oJ 


careful preparation by his brain trust, will 
follow closely the farm section of the re- 
port of the Glenn Frank Program Commit- 
tee, which blasted New Deal bureaucracy 
but inferentially endorced AAA crop bene- 
fit payments. In addition Dewey -will also 
confer with Kepresentative Clifford Hope 
of Kansas, chairman of the House 
GOP 


Agricultural Committee, which conducted 
a number of public hearings on a 
farm 


plank throughout the Mid-West last fall. 


The Hope Committee also favors 
con- 


tinuance of benefit payments but advo- 
cates putting the emphasis on soil conser- 
vation rather than on acreage control as 
does the New Deal. The committee feels 
this is better psychology and politics, since 
it avoids running headon into farmer re- 
luctance to hold down output. 


In his Des Moines speech, Taft bluntly 


took a poke at government subsidies to 
growers—and as a result left a sour im- 
pression in the grain belt. Dewey, appar- 
ently, intends to take a directly opposite 
tack. 


Note—Friends of Dewey complain that 


his high-geared machine is missing fire on 
the human details. Recently Dan Turner, 
former Iowa 
Governor and 
prominent 


farm leader for a quarter of a century, 
wrote Dewey a friendly letter. There was 
no reply. Finally a friend of Turner 
who 


heard about the matter wrote 
Dewey a 


sharp letter. A rush of apologies follow- 
ed.
